Reypt commuuded them, but ſaved the men cbil- 
ciren alive. Therefore God dealt well with the 
Milwivesz and b:0atfe they feared God, be 
made them Houſes. 

As, for their knowledge it muſt be two» 
fold , Specx/ativez and Pradiical, ſhe that 
wants the knowledge of Spceulation, is like 
to one that is blind or wants her Gght : ſhe 
that wants the Practice, is like one that is 
lame and wants her legs, the lame may ſee 
but they cannot walk, the blind may walk 
but they caunot ſee. Such is the condition 
of thoſe Midwives that are not well verſed 
in both theſe. . Some perhaps may think, 
that then it. is not proper for women to be 
of this protelſion, becauſe they canpot atcain 
ſo rarely to the knowledge of things as 
men may, who arc bred upin Univerfities , 
Schools of learning, or ferve their Apprenti- 
{hips for that end and purpoſe, where Ana + 
tomy Lectures being trequently read, the firu- 
tion of. the parts both of men and women, 
and othes things of great confequence are 
oftcou made plain to them. Bur that Objetti- 
a is cali'y an{weied , by the former example 
of the Midwiycs among(t the 1ſ-aelites, for 
rhoagh we women cannot deny, that men 
ju ſome things may come ta.a greater per- 


tection 
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fection of knowledge than women ordina- 
rily can, by reaſon of the former helps that 
women want; yet the holy Scriptures hath 
recorded Midwives to the perpetual honour 
of the female Sex. There being not (6 
much as one word concerning Men-mig- 
wives mentioned there that we can find, it 
being the natural propricty of women to be 
much ſeeing into that Art : and though na- 
ture be not alone ſufficient to the perfe&ion 
of it, yet farther knowledge may be gain'd 
by a long and diligent practice, and be 
communicated to others of our own ſox. I 
cannot deny the honour due to able Phy- 
ficians, and Chyrureions, when occaſion is : 
Yet we find even that amongſt the Indians, 
and all barbarous people,, where there is no 
Men of Learning, the women are ſufficient 
to perform this duty : andeven in our own 
Nation, that we need go.no farther, the 
poo Country people where there are none 

ut women to-alhſt ( unleGs it be thoſe that 
arc exceeding ponr and in a ſtarving con» 
dition, and then they have more need of 
meat than Midwives) the women arc as 
fruitful, and as ſafe and well delivered ; if 
not much. more fruithy], and. better com+ 
monly 1n- Childbed than the greateſt Ladies 
of the : Land, . It: is not hard words ;thae. 
| | 3 Go petfora 
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perfortmi. the work, as if none underſtood 
the Art that cannot underſtand Greek; 
Words are but the ſhell, that weoittimes 
break our Teeth with them to come at the 
kernel, T mmeaii our brains to know what 
is the meaning of them; but to have the 
ſame in our mother tongue/would fave us a 
great deal 'of needlcls labour. It is cor- 
mendable for men to.imploy their ſpare time 
in ſome things of deeper Speculation than 
is required of the female fex3 but the Art 
of Midwifry chiefly concern us, which,even 
the belt Learned men will grant, yielding 
ſomething of their own to us, when they arc 
forced. to borrow from us the very name 
they pradtiſe by, and to call themſelves Men- 
midwives. But to avoid long preambles in a 
matter (o clear and evident, I thall proceed 
to ſet downſuch rules; and method concern- 
ing this Art as I think . needful, and that as 
plainly and b, «fly as poſſibly I can, and with 
as much modeſty. in words as the matter 
will bear 5 and. becauſe it is commonly 
maintain'd, that the Maſculine gender is 
, more worthy than the Feminine, though 
perhaps when men have need of us they will 
yield the priority to us; that I may not 
forfake the ordinary method, I ſhall begin 
with men, and treat laſt of my own ſex,

and- is the beginning of all-the Arteries, tor 
the Arteries riſe from the Heart, as the Vein, 
do from the Liver z but the two Veins for 
preparation of Seed, are one on the right 
the other on the leit fide 3 the right Vein 
proceeds from.the great hollow Yein. of the 
Liver, a little below the beginning of the 
Emulgent Vein; but the left Vcin ſprings 
commonly from the x00t of the Emulgent 
Vein, yet it hath becn leen co have a branch 
that comes to it from the Trunk of the hoþ- 
low Vein. Of theſe two Veins and Arte- 
ries there is ove Vein, aud one Arterie of 
each ſide; theſe two Veins in the middle 
part, pals arcighf through the Loins, and 
they repoſe upon the Lumbal Muſcle, «ha- 
ving only a thin skin, that comes betwixt 
them, and there they divide and fcatter 
themſelves into the skinny parts that are- 
near adjoining. Al] thcſe Veins and Arte» | 
ries ſo deſcending, are called gy 2-5 
ring Veſſels, and they are covered with a 
skin that comes from the Perit:newm,. the 
Vein' lies uppermoli, and the Artery under it.

He Cods is as it were a purſe for the 
Stones tobe kept in with the ſeminary 
Veſſels,”and this purle is dividcd in the middle

Cods, making a kind of wrinkle that runs all 
along the length of it, and juſt in the middle : 
This member ſuffers many kinds of diſcaſces

perſons are more -prone to venery, becauſe 
the ſtones are kept warmer than when theyap» 
pear 3 yct the ſtones are tyed with ſtrings that 
are long and ſlender, which are Muſcles that 
hang by on both fides,to keep the ſtones from 
being overſiretched or opprefiing the paſſage 
_ of the the ſeminal Veſſels; if any 111 chance be- 
' fall the ſtones then theſe Muſcles are excecd- 
ing ſenſible of pain and ſubje& to ſwell by rea- 
ſon of it. The left fone is the biggeſt,and there: 
fore ſome think more femals are begotten than 
males, and the right is the-hotter and breeds 
the ſtronger Sced, and therefore it is generally 
by main- 
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maintained, that Boyes are begotten from the / 
right ſtone, but Girles with the left, Thoſe that ' 
have hotteſt ſtones are moſt prone to Venery; 

and their ſtones are longer and harder, and 
they are more hairy about thoſe parts eſpecial- 
ly. The right ftone is the hotteſt in all, be- 
cauſe it receives more pure and Vital blood | 
from the hollow Vein and the great Artery 
than the left doth, which receives onely a wa- 
try bloud from the Emulgent Vein. But both 
ot them have ati innate quality to make Seed, 
and without the Stones no procreation can bez 
as we (ce that ſuch as are gelded loſe the fa- 
culty of Generation,though they want nothing 
clic but their ſtones.

- according to the age, ſtatute, and burden 
that they bear ; Maids wombs are {mall and 
lefs than their bladders; but womens are grea- 
rer, eſpecially after they have once had a 
Child, andfo it will continue. It ſretcheth 
after they -have conceived, and the larger it 
extends the thicker it grows. | 

It hath parts of two kinds; The t1mple parts 
itis made of, are Membranes, Vcins, Nerves,

the branches of the Seed veins, and the mouyhs. 
of them reach into the» hollow of the weats;/- 
and they are-called cupszthrough theſe counts

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more blood alwaies than the infants needs,that 
the Child may never want nutriment in the

It is'then very needfulfor all 
to keep the Organs of procreation pure, and 
clean,that' they may-ſend” forth good ſeed to 
make the work- perfc&, and that: Children 
may be long lived , which they cannot well 
be, nor of found conſtitutions, if they are be- 
gotten from corrupt Setd or utinatural blood; 
Alchymiſts lay the caule of all Childrens di- 
ſeaſes on the Seed of the Parents ; as plants 
have not the cauſes of their deſtruftion from 
the Elements, but from their own Seed 3 as a> 
{ſo we ſee, that when the Plague or any Epi- 
demical- diſeaſe rageth, all are not 'infe&ed, 
becauſe they have not that matter in" them 
that will ſo ſoon take as it doth with others. 
That therefore the matter may be fit for the

Temp:rance in eating and drinking will 
make both: Parents and Children to be long 
lived, and there is as much difference be- 
tween gaod and bad nouriſhment, as there is 
between pure Fountain water, andditch wa- 
ter but temperance is not to be underfiood 
aSif there were a ſet proportion for all alike, 
for it is according to every ones corttitution, 
what is too much for one Man or woman may 
be. too little tor another; it is then ſuch a 
quantity of meat or drink that the ſtomach can 
well maſter and digeſt for the feeding of the 
body. Thoſe that work hard muſt eat more 
than Schollars that follow their ſtudies, for 
the work of the ſtomach js called off by the in- 
rention-of the mind, their meat mult be leſs, 
and cf cahier digeſtion. 

They that live jn hot climates or near the 
Sun have not ſo ſixong ftomachs, as in colder 
regions, nor is it with us all one in Summer 
and winter, but every man or waman of 
years, by good obſervation may know his 
own temper,and what quantity will beftagree 
with him, and fo if he be not a fool he may 
', þe his own Phylician, |

The cauſes of great cating and drinking be- 
yond the bounds of natare, are a liquoriſh 
appetite,and a fancy beyond reaſon : But hav- 
ing found out the cauſes, I ſhall preſcribe ſome 
remedies withal. It is caſy to know when. 
you havecat or drank too much, or what a+ 
grees not with youz when you find nature 
charged with it, and - is not able to digeſt ic, 
vapours rifing from the ftomach that is glut- 


. ted will choak the brain, and cauſc defluxi- 


ons and multitudes of dileaſcs :- it you be 


ſleepy after meat and drink, you have taken: | 


too much, for moderation makes a Man cheer- 
ful and not. ſleepy. Allo refrain from all 
meats and drinks that aggee pot with your 
conſtitution, for they will never breed gao 
blood, but it you have done amils in furfeuh 
your (cif, or over eating, or uling anything 


| that agrees not with you 3 remember that na- 


ture abhors all fudden changes and there- 
| fore 
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fore you muſt not withdraw all at once but 
by degrees till you can bring your ſelves ſafely 
toa moderation, This intemperance of Pa- 
rents is the cauſe that many Children dic be- 
fore their time 3 for what 15 too much can ne- 
ver be well concotted, but turns te ill and 
raw humours, and if the ſtomach turn the 
food into crude juyce, or chyle, the Liver 
that makes the ſecond concoction can never 
mend it, to make good blood ; nor can the 
third. concoQion ot che ſtones to turn that 
blood into ſeed, make good (ſeed of 111 blood 3 
for what is bad in the firſt concoRion, the (e- 
cond concoction, nor third can ever re&ity, 
but if the chyle be good,blood and ſeed will bz 
good. | 
But you mult know that nothing furthers 
good concoction more than -moderace labour, 
"tor it ſtirs up natural heat 3 whereas idle per- 
{ons breed crude humours. And therctorc 
Lycurgus the Lacedemonian Law-giver com- 
manded Maids to work, for faith he, this 
keeps their bodies in 900d temper, and free 
from cradities, and when they come to mar- 
$ their Children will be firong. There's 
a5 much difterence bet ween labour and iloth, 
25 between the carth in Summer and Winter 
in Summer the Sun by its heat makes it fruit- 
ful, in Winter it 15 chill for want of the Suns, 
: heat 3 
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heat 3: Convenient labour {ſends the IM. fo 
all partsof the body ; whew the Elemetits are 
unequally-divided, death'follows, fo the bet- 
ter the ſpirits are dittrabuted to the ſeed; the 
better will the ſeed be,and your Children the 
{tronger, which isno ſmall effet of moderate 
exerciſe, when ſloth is the caule of their haſty 
diflolution : moderate labour open the pores 
of the body, and by ſweat or infenfible tran 
ipriation ſends forth all fuliginous,and (ſmoky 
vapours that choke the ſpirits and cauſe divers 
maladies we find all this to be true in reaſon, 
and experience confirms it; for Countrey peo- 
ple that work hard digeſt what they cat, and 
their Children are uſually ſtrong and long 
liv'd. But Citizens and ſuch as rcfuſe to la- 
bour and live idle lives, I do not lay all, I hope 
there will be the fewer, for what ] have taken 
the Pains to write now for theirbetter inliruc- 
tion and reformation:' then will Men wons 
derno longer what becomes of ſo many Chil- 
dren asare born in the City ? one can hardly 
find'as many living as are born in halt a years 
time; Tam perſwaded not ſo many canbe 
found to have lived to (even years of age. They 
th.t love their Children will cake my. ad- 
vice, and they and their Children will have 
good cauſe to thank me forit 3 and. befides 
the avoiding the miſchicts of tItCmPCLance to 
them 
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themſelves and polterity, they ſhall find the

womb faftens them; if the woman conceives 
not, the ſeed will fall out of the womb in ſe- 
ven daies, and abortion and conception are 
reckoned upon the fame time. 

The Secds of both muſt be firſt perfectly 
mixed; and when that is done, the Matrix 
contracts it ſelf aud fo cloſely embraceth- it, 
being greedy to perfed this -work, that by 
ſucceſſion of time 'ſhe ſtirs up the formative 
faculty which lieth hid in the ſeed and brings 
it intoa&, which was before but in poſſtbilty,

J's diſeaſe frequently follows when: ſhe is 
not well purged of her burden or the pur- 
$ations are corrupt that ſtay-behind,about the 
third or fourth day they will be Feaveriſhal- 
fo by the turning of the blood from-thewomb 
to the breaſts to make milk, but this laſts nor 
long, nor 1s it any danger: but-you may-miſ-

The tourth is a dry Diſtemper of the womb, 
this is natural to forme, but to maſt it comes 
when they are old, and palt childing, when 
the. womb grows hard ; if, it be irom any os.

Hen Women, by reaſon of the ill 
affections of the womb, fall into Epi- 
lephes, and Falling ficknels,it is worſe than a- 
ny other cauſe, as the ſymptomes prove: for 
the poiſonous vapor is not only in the Nerves 
as when it is from che brain, but alſo in the 
membranes, veins, and arteries. | 
The ſame toul vapour that cauſeth ſfirang- 
Iivg of the womb, produceth this; for jt cag- 
jeth divers diicaſes, accordipg to the parts it

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takes hold {on : but when it Jights forcibly 
on the Nerves, then it cauſeth the Falling- 
licknels. | 
Sometimes there is a convulſion of the 
whole body,and ſometimes but of ſome parts;

eyes, Or ears zlome cannot hear, others can- 
not ſee, all lole che ſenſe of feeling : ſome 
cry out, but know not wherefore. They 
that tall, if the vapour bz not too ſtrong;

To mend the diftemper of the head and 
Womb, take conſerve of Roſemary flowers, 
and of the Tile tree, of Balm and Lilhes of 
the valley, of the root Scorzonera Candied,ot 
each one ounce, Dzamoſchu dulce one dram 
with twodratns of the roots of Peony, and 
{ecds of Apnus Caſtrs, and lirrup of Sicec has, 
make an Elecuyary to take at your plea- 
{ure. 

Nor aretheſe all the ill conſequences of the 
wombs- diltempers, bur ſometimes violent 
head-ach ſprings from it, which is the great- 
eſt pain of all che reſt; and ſometimes it is all 
over the head, or but upon one hide, or in the 
eyes tac ill vapours rifag by the veins and ar- 
teries of the Womb to the membranes and 
tilms ot the brain; when the veſſels are full of 
a thin tharp blood, that is carried from the 
womb to the membranes, it ſtretcheth and 
rends them, and corrodes aid bites ſo, that 
the pain 15 intolerable ; the cure is to: purge 

away 
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away the peccant humour that lieth in the 
Womb ; for this is not as other head-achis, 
that comes from other cauſes : the pain runs_-. 
alſo to the Loins and the Membranes there , 
by Come capillary veins from the womb. The 
pain of the head by affection wich the womb, 
i5 in all the head commonly, but is chiefly 
the hinder part ofthe head,becauſe the womr- 
being, Nervous conſents with the membranes 
of the brain, by rhe membrane of the Mar- 
row of the back:& hence it is that women are 
more ſubjed& to the head-ach than men are, 
becauſe of the womb that holds ſuch afhnity 
with the Nerves of the head. 

The violent beating, of the heart and Arte- 
ries both in the Sidcs and Back, 1s by conſent 
from the womb, when evil humors therein 
contained, pals by the Arteries, and: Poyſo- 
10us vapours ariſe to thoſe parts 3 Cordials - 
are. good, as Cinnamon Water, and Aqua. - 
Monefardi, or Mathiolas his water : the Dil- 


eafe ſeems ſmall, but it is not ſafe, becauſethe p 


caute of it 15 very ill. 

In this Diſeaſe the Artery that beats.in the 
Back beats ſtrongly, becaule it is part. of the 
great Artery 3 but the. Arcerics that beat in 
the Hypochondrion beat not ſo ſtrongly, for 
they are ſmaller branches from the Spleen and 
Mcſcntery, but the cauſe is the ſame. The 


Artcrics 
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Arteries are inflamed by the -ill vapours and 
humours ſeat from ths womb, and the heartc 
is exceedingly heated by them : but this hot
